| An Opportunity. 


In any fight between two men of two 
parties it is a foolish thing to tell the 
enemy that he is beaten before he is ready 
to acknowledge defeat. He may be nearly 
at, the end of his resources, but a pre- 
mature shout of “ Vietory!’’ is more likely 
to delay than to hasten the actual achieve- 


iment. For this reason we hare ‘abstained 


trom comment on the recent successes of 
the Nationa! Government against the armed 
forces and secret machinery of the Re 
publican extremists. To-daz, however, 
the virtual collapse of the Republican 
campaign, on any organised scale, is ad- 
mitted by ils own leaders. Last week 
that formidable fighting man, Liam Lynch, 
fell in action. Mr. de. Valera is still at 
large, but on Saturday one of his chief 
lieutenants, Austin Stack, was taken by 
General Prout’s troops in the Tipperary 
mountains. Not less important than the 
capture itseli was the document which wee 
found in Mr. Stack’s notebook. It settles 
beyond dispute the truth of ihe reports 
that an imeteasing number of the most 
active Republicans had recognised the 
iutility of further armed resistance to the 
Government. The document had Leen pre- 
pared lor the signatures of members of the 
Republican Executive. It would hare 
committed them to a call upon Mr. de 
Valera for “an immedizte’ cessation cf 
hostilities,” and to an order that ail 
Republican arms should be deposited in 
some places—~presamably neutral—‘“ pend- 
ing the election of a Government, the iree 
choice of the people's will” In other 
words, the document seems to be an 
acceptance of the Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Cashel’s proposals for peace. 

Two things aré manifest, One is that 
the whole country desires peace. The 
other is that any terms on which peace 
may be arranged must gusrantee « full 
acceptance of the present Government's 
authority and of the people's will. We 
shall support any plan that would make 
the acknowledgment oi failure an easier 
matter for the men who are still in arms. 
The country, though they heve afflicted it 
sorely, is not vindictive. Today, there- 
fore, the first object of all thoughtiu! 
citizens ought to be the finding of «4 
formuls which, without humiliating any- 
body in any Unnecessary fashion, will 
bring peace and security to the State. 
The immediate need is an excliange of 
views between the Government and the 
Republican leaders. A discussion of 
Archbishop Harty’s proposals at arm's 
length might canse delay. Surely the 
essential conditions of peace could 
be discussed more expeditiously and, 
perhaps, more hopefallr, at a conference 
between members of the Government and 
representatirc Republicans? Of course, a 
preliminary to couterence would be an 
immediate cessation of hostilities. If the 
presence of & more or less ‘ neniral”’ 
chairman would smooth the path to con- 
ference, such a chairman ought to be 
appointed, He might be iound, for 
instance, in Monsighor Luzio, the Papal 
Envoy, who is now in Dublin. 

The proposal of contercice with men who 
have made cruel and costly war on Ireland 
may not be pleasing to the Government of 
the Free Etate. The alternatives, however, 


tenance of fighting tnáil the resistance of 
the extremists ig crushed ntterly and 
finally, The task of rogting out the last 
armed and desperate Republican might be 
tedious and difficult. It would involve a 
heavy outlay and an undiminished army, 
and, while it continued, there would be 
no real settling down to the work oí re- 
construction. Furthermore, a war oí e- 
tinction would lease an immense and 
enduring bitterness behind it. Many 
problems would remain unsolved, inelud- 
ing that of the future conduct of the 
ten or “fteen thousand Republicans who 
are now interned. On the other hand, 
the Government wonld lose nothing by 
conference with men who admit that they 
hsve been beaten in the field. The Free 
State would not be endangered by such 
conference. If the Republican representa- 
tives should reiuse to make an efiective 
submission to the people s will, the con- 
flict would be resumed and would he 
carried to its inevitable end. Therd ia at 
least a chance, however, that conference 
would bring peace—the safe peace which is 
the only peace that the nation can afford 
to accept. In that event the Govern- 
ment's. action would be justified abun- 
dantly, The Repablicane would submit 
their policy, in constitutional isshion, to 
the country at the next elections, and we 
do not think that Mr. Coagrave and his 
colleagues would have any cause to be 
sorry that they had said: “Thou hast 
appealed unto Cesar. Unto Cesar shalt 
thou go.” atl

li M. Poincaré Ys contemplating a 
change of policy towards Germeny, his 
speech at Dunkirk yesterday was 'a very 
clever piece of political camouflage. 
France, he said, will. neither renounce 
nor reduee her claims againsi Ger- 
many. She wil] persevere in patience 
despite the criti¢ism of other nations, and 
will withdraw trom the Ruhr Valley only 
pari passu with the full payment of Ger- 
many sdebt. M. Poincaré proposes to ivilow 
the example of Bismarek in 1971 by evacuat- 
ing a definite number of square miles of 
German territory in return for every 
payment of a definiie number of gold 
marks. Unfortunately, however, the analogy 
with Bismarck’s policy ends there. In the 
first place, the German statesman had the 
authority of the Frankfort Treaty behind 
him, whereas the Treaty of Versailles 
gives M. Poincaré no right whatever to 
occupy a. single acre of German territory.

He 
knows also, despite his apparent con- 
fidence in the good-will of the civilised 
world, that he has lowered the prestige ci 
France in the eyes of the nations, and 
that, with the exception oi Belgium, his 
country has not a single active friend in 
Christendom to-day. Britain still is loya! 

One word from M. Poincaré 
would rally the whole British people to 
her side, and with Britain s help she could 
recover much of what she lost jn the war. 
That word, however, has yet to be spoken ; 
there certainly was no trace of it in M. 
Poincaré’s arrogant speech at Donkirk.

The Marking of Eggs. 


“Há the British Merchandise Marks Bill 
becomes lew, every egg imported into Great 
Britain—including those arriving from. the 
Free State, but not those exported frojn 
the Six Countics—must be so marked as 
to show that it is of foreign origin. The 
object of the Bill is that purchasers of 
eggs described a3 “new laid” or fresh 
can be reasonably sure they are getting 
what they pay tor. It is arsumed by the 
unsophisticated promoters that no grocer 
will attempt to argue that an egg stamped 
with the equivalent of “The produce of 
Egspt”’ in Coptic. or “How is your 
honourable stomach?" im Chinese, is 
newly leid. Opponents of the Bill admit 
that its purpose is excellent, but insist 
that it will have the effect of killing the 
import of eggs irom certain countries. 
Eggs, they point out, can only be marked 
indelibly at their place of origin—that is 
to say, where they are collected and crated 
for shipment. As a rule, in Continental 
centres the shippers does not know whither 
the eggs are bound, as the broker may 
divert them or may docide their destina- 
tion aiter shipment. Britain will be the 
only country requiring foreign eggs to be 
marked, and so the foreign exporter, faced 
with the alternative oi marking ail his 
eggs or none, will iry uo sead his eggs to 
markets where they can compete more 
freely with the home-grown article. it is 
estimated that ninety pr cout. of the 
French export. of eggs to England will be 
killed in this way. Irish eggs go to the 
British Isles, and they, toc, will suffer in 
competition with the unmarked home-laid 
eggs, because the ordinary shopper will 
not stop to ask whether the marked eggs 
come from Cork or from Yunnan loo. By 
driring away Continental eggs, however, 
the Bill will enhance the price of Irish 
eggs; and thus, in the end, no damage 
may be done. 


Smugglers. 


In tas old Georgian days smuggling wa3 
an honourable and lucrative, thougis risky, 
proiession. There were parts of the 
country where whole villages and 
neighbourhoods livel on it. In the end, 
the business was killed, not by the vigil- 
ance of the Kevenus officers, but by the 
reduction of duties and resulting low 
prices, which made the game no longer 
worth the risks involved. The Great War, 
by bringing the value of certain. Conti- 
nental cutrencies to vanishing point and 
by increasing the duties levied on articles 
like tohacco and spirits, has made 
smuggling profitable once more; and at 
all British ports something like an 
epidemic of smuggling is reported to 
be in progress. Nearly every member 
of the crew of any foreign ship 
that reaches London from: a Conti 
nental port tries to slip past the dock 
policeman with a couple of boitles of 
devil-water or a few pounds of tobacco

been obliged to employ additional hands 
in order that foreign ships—notably those 
coming irem Germany—may undergo a 
thorough search.

Greater Dublin—i.e., the city and ite ad- 
joining townships—coutains just one-eighth 
part of the whole population of the [rich 
Free State, and represents rather more than 
one-seventh of its total valuation. As a 
urely quantitative consideration 1ts welfare 
is, iokdans of great importance to the State. 
If, however. we turn from mere considerations 
of size to those of functional importance, 1 
will soon become clear that Greater Dublin 
must play a dominating and determining part 
in the future life of the Free State. 
Let us begin by enumerating a few of its 
outstanding functions aud characteristics. 
Dublin ix :-— 
(1) The home of the National Gegislature 
and the seat of national sdministration ; 
(2) Incomparably the largest city im the 
State; 
(5) By far the greatest port and traffic 
centre of the State ; hee 
(4) The centre of the cultural and social! life 
of the State; and 
(5} The undisputed banking, commercial, 
and indystrial headquartes# oi the State. 
London. Paris, Waslingion, and other 
capitals play mewy of these parts in relation 
to their respective States. None of them 
plays all. Dublin, therefore, looms larger— 
and performs more \aried and vital services~- 
in relation to national life than does any other 
city in the world. The ability of Dublin 


efficiently to periorm these various services, - 


therefore, ia a matter of vital importance to 
every citizen of the Free State. Ihe moment 
is pecniiarly appropriate at which to inquire 
how Dublin i+ organised and equipped io dis- 
charge its matioual innctions. 

Let us fusí very briefly 
Dublin is related, so to speak. to itseli—how 
it works as a civic organism. The city proper 
contains just over 300 000 persons, covers less 
than 5.000 acres, and is velned ior vatina 
purposes at £1 ,000,000. Extended to embrace 
its surrounding towtiships—and such portions 
of the county as are definitely urban in char- 
acter—it would cover about 20,000 acres, cau- 
tain something like 420,000 persons, aud would 
have a total rating valuation of just 
£1 500,000. At this moment the 300,000 
persons who Eve in the city are represezited 
by eighty members.in the Corporation, while 
the 120,000 persona who live in the eurround- 
ing urban areas elect something like 14 per- 
sons to nine different, and entirely indepen 
dent. locn! zgoverninz bodies. This complh- 
cated and ua“ieldy mass of bodies and re 
preseitatives is subdivided inte a whole series 
of public health. housing. lighting. finance, 
and other committees, and have further super- 
imposed upon them au innumerable host of 
hrorid hodies; such 7 boards of guardians, 
joint hospital boards. insuianee and tuber- 
culúais commiitices, joint drainage boards, 
schoo! attendance and iechnical instruction 
commitiees, etc. 

Closely interlocking with this comphcated 
apd over-weighted civic machinery. a practi- 
cally independent body administers Dublin as 
a port. Only experts, with maps in thef; 
hands, can say where the jurisdiction of the 
Corporatiou ends and that of the Port Board

wider .civic effictency. Drainage syeteme 
overlap at discharge ray seracse upon oul 
foreshores; urben areae are denied lightiny 


and power supplies; housing schemes are 
designed upon the principle that each town 
ship is a self-contained unit instead of a cem- 
ponent part of one civic organism. 

The result of al! this overlapping and com- 
plication of function is confusion, extravagance 
and waste in qvery department and -phase of 
interna] administraijon. So great is the con- 
fusion, and eo long continued, that proces- 
sions of civic reformers have thrown up their 
hands in despair, even the best citizens have 
becume indifferen!. and the helpless mass of 
the people can only express themselves in 
periodical on breaks of futile criticiam of tho 
ye ornel of the Co poration. 

Such is a sketch of the problem. In another 
article suggestions wil} be made as to how it 
may be teckled and ‘slved by the Govern- 
ment. These suggestions will not involve 
either immediate “amalgamation” or 
‘“‘federation."” The former expedient would 
raise the, fierce hostility of the people of ihe 
townships, and would involve many years of 
friction and delay st the moment hen imme- 
diately effective and drastic reforms ate both 
necessary and possible. '' Federation” wonld 
only add a further series of hybrid bodies 
and increase the confusion. If the situation 
is to be saved a situation at once democratic, 
simple, and capable of rapid apolicaiion most 
be—and it can be—digcorered.
